The ban was proposed before 
the Supreme Soviet by Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko. 


But if the United States, Brit­ 
ain and other nuclear powers fail 
to take a sim ilar step, the Soviet 
Union said it “ naturally” would 
have to reconsider the action in 
“the interests of its security.”
